@ present system of weather roports glves
great satisfaction to the country, and is of mueh
value to various classes of citizens, We are
confident, however, that several Improvemonts
can be made, without burdening either the
officars of the 8igual Service, or the newspaper
columns. For example, the “probabllities” are
now given for such large sections of country that
they may fail to give true information at particnlar
points, It would be well, in our judgment, to be
more s‘[‘reolﬁc in predictln‘r for smaller sections,
especially on the seaboard. Again, the “‘proba-
bility” Is given only for twenty-four hours in
advance; but we think the data would usually
enable the officar in charge to predict for forty-
eight hours, With regard to the shorter and
| more ceriain letions, we trust that an effl-
\ clent system of signals will be devised to be
displayed at lighthonses, for the warning of
coasting veseele. For all these purposes, the
number of stations ought also to be increased.
We have taken the more interest in thissubject,
becaute we had the honor to be the first news-
paper (with the exception of the Boston Oou-
rier) to propose the use of the telegraph for
this purpose. In our issue of April 8§, 1848,
twmlr-thrm years ago, we sald that such *‘dailv
bulleting of the coming state of the weather"
would ‘‘save more property from shipwreck
than ten times the cost of the system.” besldes
the saving of lives. On Januvary 13, 1840, we
referred to the artlele in the Boston Courier
(which, by the way, was written by oursslves
before the Ifern waa born), and, after deserlhing
the system, sald that the time was coming when
‘igeamen will Jook to telegraphic bulleting of
coming wenther with as moch certainty as they
look to the ‘Nantical Almanac' fer eclipses,™
ete. We returned to the subject on the 17th of
March, 158490, and ask:—“At how early a
period In the progress of a storm is its
course and velocity” “‘developed” and, “if we
bhad twice or three times a day" “‘telegraphle
despatches of the weather,” “‘might we not, even
with our pretent knowledge of metaorology,
predict the weather on the Atlantic const” “and
on the lakes?" In the same lssue of our paper
we foretold the present state of the cage in the
following worde-—

“In like manner . . , years ago, we devised n
method . . . to predict accurately the maln phases
of the weather. ... We publighed {t, it attracted
no attention, and will be lost sight of & while longer,
Butin the end we sha'l see somehody eolse take
up ... our plan,. Who cares where the glory goes,
upl.lw good thing I8 only doae?”
